Perhaps most persons were not aware anything 
had happened to him. except he had become 
lazier and more dependent upon mechanical 
gadgets. But he is evolving, say such unrelated 
sources as anthropologists and clothing manu­ 
facturers. 


Most 
animal 
evolutions occur over long 
periods of tim e— some noticeable changes have 
required thousands of years. Not so with the 
U. S. male, however. Since World War I days 
he has changed sufficiently to cause statistics 
gatherers to sit up and take notice. 
Clothing 
manufacturers have noted that not only have 
men s suit styles changed markedly in the past 
forty years, but so have the sizes most often 
required. 


Taller and fatter would be the way grand­ 
dad would describe his modern namesake. Most­ 
ly taller, fortunately. It took the average Am eri­ 
can male forty years to gain three inches in cir­ 
cum ference. but only fifteen years to graduate 
from a short suit to a long suit. 


Much of the m ale’s change is attributed by 
the sociologist and anthropologist to higher stan­ 
dards of living, improved diets and greater 
knowledge of health and medicine. 
The Clothing Manufacturers Association of 
the U. S., greatly interested in the changing 
male, is making extensive surveys on sizing. It 
hopes to cut alteration costs by supplying pro­ 
ducers with up-to-date m easurements. 
The clothing manufacturers could do the 
public a favor by notifying other industries, such 
as auto, desk and bed manufacturers, that the 
American male is not only growing but out­ 
growing many everyday facilities.

Throw Dem Bums Out! 


A m ajor difficulty facing Im migration and other 
authorities is to get out of the country those who ca m e 
into it illegally, or those who having been adm itted 
abused their stay. Most countries behind the Iron C ur­ 
tain. for instance, do not accept such expellees, which 
m eans that they rem ain in the United States because 
|th e y have nowhere to go. 


One ease now pending has attracted consider­ 
able attention. William lleikkila was admitted at 
New York for perm anent residence on Jane 9. 1906. 
He registered as an alien on D ecember 12, 1940, 
admitting m em bership in the Communist P arty . 
Although he had been in the United States since 
1906, he first applied for naturalization at San 
Francisco on June 13, 1945. This application is still 
pending. 


An effort was m ade on Jan u ary 4, 1948 to deport 
him as an alien m em ber of the Communist P arty . 
Heikkila appealed to courts: appeals rejected. He was 
given a deportation hearing by the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service which on December 16, 1949 
ordered him deported. 
The Ninth Circuit Court of 
Appeals overruled prior court decisions and deporta­ 
tion hearings started all over again. 
Thereupon 
comm enced 
lengthy 
proceedings 
in 
courts, in hearings before the Im migration Service, 
year by year, lasting from 1948 to the present, for a 
period of IO years. 
The Heikkila case has been before the Suprem e 
Court of the United States several times: 
Septem ber 
3. 1952. he filed an appeal with the United States 
Supreme Court; March 16. 1953, the Supreme Court 
dismissed his appeal: April 27, 1953 his petition for a 
rehearing denied by the United States Supreme Court. 
After going through other courts, he files a certiorari 
to United States Supreme Court; May 16, 1955, c e r­ 
tiorari denied. 
On May 17, 1955. Heikkila, having exhausted every 
judicial m eans, started all over again with the Im m i­ 
gration authorities. He had had his day in court; he 
had lost. 
On October 26. 1955, after a hearing, he 
was again ordered deported. Again the appeals s ta rt­ 
ed. It was as though there had never been any appeals 
before, as though his case had not gone all the way 
up to the United States Suprem e Court and had been 
rejected. Heikkila or his lawyers have actually worked 
out a new gimmick in the law. namely, they go back 
to the starting point after each defeat and go right 
through the sam e judicial process up to the United 
States Supreme Court. This can go on forever or as 
long as the guy lives and has money to hire lawyers. 
The only p r a c t i c a l w a y for the Im migration 
authorities to function is to seize the expellee the 
moment he is without judicial protection and literally 
give him the bum 's rush. This was done in the cases 
of Michael Spinella, Joseph Accardi and Giuseppe 
Gagliano. Spinella. a proved racketeer, was ordered 
deported by Attorney General McGranery. 
On June 30. 1957, 7.493 orders for deportation had 
not been executed. 
The Im migration Service com ­ 
m ents in its 1957 report: 


. . But the troublesome rases are those 
where deportation Is delayed and delayed. 
One 
m ajor problem is the refusal of countries to issue 
travel documents for deportation. More than half 
of the cases In the inactive category are for p er­ 
sons from countries in the Communist orbit, for 
whom travel documents are not available.” 


The question must arise why these people w ant to 
►stay in this country. A Communist is comm itted m or­ 
tally 
and intellectually to the proposition th at the 
United States is an imperialistic country, a w ar­ 
monger. an exploiter of the worker and the enem y 
of the W orker's Paradise, the Socialistic Fatherland. 
Such a person can only wish to rem ain here for one 
of two reasons: 
I. Either he does not believe what 
he says is true but has a private and perhaps sinister 
reason for advocating what he does not believe; or, 
2 He is sincerely and devotedly employed in the over­ 
throw of our form of governm ent and our social in­ 
stitutions by whatever m anner he believes to be most 
available to him. 
He should be given his day in court, but does that 
m ean IO years of continuous and repetitive adm inis­ 
trative hearings and judicial trials0 At a certain point, 
such conduct must be regarded as capricious and 
contemptuous. True, our sense of justice requires that 
a m an exhaust his opportunity for appeal, but is not a 
decision by the United States Suprem e Court the last 
resort? How m any times can a man go ring-around- 
rosie?

The White House has just m ade

statem ent announcing

School at Little Rock, Arkansas, 
on May 28 at the end of the p re ­ 
sent school term . The statem ent 
is of historic importance because 
nothing 
like 
it has ever 
been 
issued before, and, iii the view of 
m any prominent lawyers through­ 
out the country, the position taken 
by

federal 
governm ent 
in 
ordering the troops sent in was 
in violation of the Constitution 
and the laws of Congress.

statem ent, 
in 
full 
text, 
says: 
‘‘Since last Septem ber the fed­ 
eral 
governm ent 
has 
stationed 
soldiers at the Little Rock High 
School to prevent obstruction of 
the orders of the United States 
District Court, 
‘‘Since 
the 
sum m er 
recess 
starts at the Central High School 
on May 28. and since there will 
he no further present need for 
Guardsmen, I have directed that 
they be released on May 29. 
‘‘Following that date I 
trust 
that state and local officials and 
citizens will 
assume their full 
responsibility and duty for seeing 
that the orders of the F ederal 
Court 
are not 
obstructed. 
The 
faithful execution of this respon­ 
sibility will m ake it unnecessary 
for the federal government to act 
further to preserve the integrity 
of our judicial processes.”

authorizes the President of the 
United States to use troops to en ­ 
force court decrees.
